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THE original idea of this Work aroſe from a 
Gentleman? to whom the Navy is in no ſmall 
degree indebted for many improvements in 
Naval Tactics, and for the only treatiſe of au- 
thority as yet publiſhed on the ſubject of Naval 
Courts Martial, and the manuſcript of the preſent 
Volume was by him brought down to the end 
of the year 1792.

iv PREFACE, 


To obviate theſe objections, and to diffuſe 
more generally the principles of the MARINE 
Laws, hitherto confined to particular claſſes 
of the Navy, the preſent publication was com- 
menced, and advanced up to a certain period: 
But other avocations preventing the Author 
from completing his deſign, the manuſcript 
was liberally preſented to the preſent Editor, to 
introduce ſuch alterations and additions as might 
be deemed neceſſary, and to bring down the 
ſeveral Acts of Parliament to the preſent date. 
With reſpe& to the utility of a publication of 
this nature to thoſe perſons who are immedi- 
ately intereſted in the operation of the Laws 
here abſtracted, any introductory obſeryation 
would be ſuperfluous. The elegant and learned 
Author of the Commentaries has obſerved, 
* that a knowledge of the Law is an indiſ- 
penſable part of education in a country where 
it is an eſtabliſhed maxim, that ignorance of the 
| lawo excuſes no man, and where a law is ſuppoſed 
to be promulgated the moment it is enacted.” 
The ſuperior officers of His Majeſty's Navy 
are therefore peculiarly intereſted in thoroughly 
comprehending theſe Laws, which it is their 
province to enforce and execute, otherwiſe 
that Navigation and Commerce of which they 
are the executive guardians would be injured 
and impeded. "I 
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But it is not only to the ſuperior officers of the 
Navy that a knowledge of the Marine Laws is 
neceſſary, but to that claſs of Gentlemen upon 
the quarter deck who, merely as a term of 
diſtinction, are denominated Petty Officers, 
that the ſtudy of the Marine Laws becomes in- 
diſpenſably neceſſary, becauſe in many inſtances 
they alſo are to enforce the laws, and to act as 
officers of the Revenue, by ſeizing veſſels not 
conforming to the regulations preſcribed, 

For the uſe, then, of ſuch whom inclination 
or profeſſional habits may lead to conſult the 
ſeveral ſubjects here enumerated, the preſent 
Compendium of Marine Law has beencompiled, 
arranged, and digeſted. For greater facility of 
reference, the alphabetical order of arrange- 
ment has been adopted, the ſeveral Acts have 
been given (ſome. few inſtances excepted) in 
the chronological order in which they have been 
enacted, and the numerical references to the 
Acts, and the ſubſtance of the reſpective clauſes, 
have been placed in the margin; ſo that whilſt 
this work. contains the Spirit of the Marine 
Laws ſufficiently dilated to be practically uſeful, 
at the ſame time it will ſerve as a copious Index 
to thoſe who wiſh more minutely and at large 
to conſult any particular Act. 2 

In detailing the ſeveral Acts, the n 
formalities of legiſlation have been every where 
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rejected, whilſt at the ſame time the very words 
of every clauſe in the reſpeQive original Acts 
have been adopted, as bheſt caloulated to point 
out more particularly ay — der ove 
the Lepiſlatiire, 

Wich reſpect to Wedel in which the my 
ſon entruſted with the charge of bringing chis 
Work forward has conducted it, it may be ne- 
ceſſary to obſerve, that profeſſional ſtudies and 
practice as a Solicitor, added to the General 
Theory of Britiſh Juriſprudence, which (till 
diſappointment puſhed him aſide) he once 
ſtudied with a view to the higher branches of 
the Profeſſion, may not have rendered him alto- 
gether ineligible to complete this undertaking; 
in which he has endeavoured to concentrate, as 
much as was conſiſtent with perſpicuity, and 
introduced as much variety as the ſcale pre- 
ſcribed to him would admit. Thus where 
the ſtatutes have been directory, and not 
only enact poſitively what ſhall be done, but 
preſcribe the mode of doing it; and where the 
ſubject has been of particular intereſt to the 
numerous claſſes for whom the work is calcu- 
lated, the ſeveral clauſes of the Acts containing 
the law upon the reſpective heads have been 
more copiouſly, and it is hoped inſtructively, 
detailed. Hence the head FisHERIES, al- 
though filling a conſiderable ſpace, will not 
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appear to have occupied too much attention, 
when the comparative importance of the ſubject 
ſhall be deliberately weighed and fairly eſti- 
mated. The head alſo denominated SEAMEN'S 
Waces is for the ſame reaſon copious ; and 
that of PRxIZz Es, which during the preſent war 
has been a more particular object of intereſt in 
the Navy, has been detailed much more than 
it is preſumed can be found in any other publi- 
cation. 

Conſidered, therefore, as a book of practical 
inſtruction to Officers of the Navy and Revenue, 
Merchants, Maſters of Merchantmen, and all 
perſons in any degree connected with Shipping, 
and even in that Profeſſion to which the Editor 
has the honour to belong, it may be conſidered 
not only as a copious Index to the Marine 
Statutes, hut as an analyſis of every clauſe they 
contain; and as the Writer of this is conſcious 
of having omitted no point of information which 
his legal reſearches could furniſh conſiſtent with 
the limited ſpace aſſigned, he comes forward 
before the Tribunal of Criticiſm, neither appre- 
henſive of the utility of the deſign, nor aſhamed 
of the mode in which it has been executed.

Its object is to comprize all the Marine Acts down to 
the preſent date; to convey practical inſtructions upon all 
the numerous topics which theſe: acts embrace; and to 
diffuſe more generally a knowledge of the Marine Laws, 
which hitherts, comprized in the Admiralty Statutes, was 
acceſſible only to the flag officers and command-rs of. the 
Royal Navy. Leaving, therefore, thoſe remoter reſearches; 
calculated only to gratify antiquarian curioſity, it is ſuf- 
ficient in this place to remark, that the Marine Law was

So far 1s this roma carried, that if a maſter deſigning to 
go a voyage, hires and takes on board ſeamen for that pur- 
poſe, and afterwards the owners diſagree about ſending the 
ſhip upon that voyage; and the ſeamen are thereupon diſ- 
charged; they have the ſame remedy in the admiralty for 
their wages as if the ſhip had aQually gone the voyage. 
But it is to be obſerved, that this 2 of ſuing in the 
court of admiralty is confined only to mates and mariners, 
and does not extend to the maſter, for the maſter's contract 
is founded upon the credit of the owner, and that of the 
mariner upon the credit of the ſhip. 


CRIMINAL 3URISDICTION: 


The judge of the admiralty preſides in this court, as the _ 
deputy of he lord high admiral ; and the court may be 
held in any place.—Of the commiſſioners nominated by

Tus ſeveral acts, of which abſtracts are hereafter ſub- 
med, point out the mode by which pariſh officers may. 
ind poor apprentices to the ſea ſervice, the forms 

of theindentures, declarethe privileges of ſuch apprentices, 

their mode of aſſignment, their wages; in ſhort, every falu- 
tary regulation of their conduct, while ſerving on board of 
merchantmen, which may tend to make them experienced 
ſeamen, and qualified for the Britiſh navy. 

In framing theſe acts, the wiſdom and ſound policy of 
the legiſlature may be contemplated with peculiar plea- 
ſure ; ſince, while affording relief to the induſtrious Poor, 
they at the ſame time are rendered ſubſervient to the 
important purpoſes of forming a nurſery of ſeamen for the 
ſervice of the Navy.

IN proportion as the Navy advanced in conſequence, 
it became the wiſdom of the legiſlature, to make ſuch 
regulations, as were moſt conſiſtent with the intereſt 
of the ſeamen, and conformable to the internal regulations 
of the maritime ſtate. To know the Jaws that bind us in 
the ſociety of which we are members 1s the duty of every 
individual. Crimes are expreſsly defined, and their pu- 
niſhments accurately pointed out, in the ſyſtem of criminal 
juriſprudence, as it is adminiſtered on ſhore : it was there- 
fore but juſt, from the numbers and conſequence of thoſe 
valuable men who navigate our floating bulwarks, and 
who conſtitute a diſtinct claſs of the community, under 
the denomination of the maritime ſtate, that they alſo, 
while diſperſed over the ocean, ſhould have a diſtinct code 
of Law and Regulations for their conduct whilſt on board. 


Previous to the paſſing of the act of the 22d of his 
late majeſty, c. 33. various acts of parliament had been 
made for enforcing naval diſciphne ; but zhey were too 
much ſcattered, and at the ſame time not ſufficiently com- 
prehenfive. Accordingly, for want of preciſe rules to 
regulate naval diſcipline, we find, that not only the 
commanders of his majeſty's navy were uncertain as to the 
degree of the offence and meaſure of puniſhment, but alſo 
the ſeamen were ignorant of the puniſhment they were to 
ſuffer, as well as unacquainted with thoſe rules of moral 


regulation which it was their duty, becauſe it was their 
happineſs, to obſerve, |

as ſo blending poſitive and definite rules of 
action, with diſcretionary power, that while the 
ſeaman thoroughly knows the laws which are to 
regulate his moral conduct, a diſcretionary power 
is veſted in the breaſt of his judges from thoſe 


circumſtances of palliation which may ariſe in 


the almoſt infinite variety of moral agency, to 


adapt the ſcale of puniſhment to the exact 


meaſure of the ſpecific offence; an advantage 
which the civil courts of criminal juriſprudence, 
baund down by poſitive law, do not poſſeſs, 
and which has long been the grand deſideratum 
of crimmal legiſlation. 

As this head is peculiarly intereſting to naval 
readers, it will doubtleſs be acceptable to give 
2 brief analyſis of the articles of war, as claſſed 
by the author of the © Treatiſe on Naval Courts 
Martial, whoſe profeſſional habits and 
inclination enabled him to underſtand, ànd to 
collect, much information upon the ſgbject he 
treats of; and from the work alluded to, 
copious extracts will be found under the ſub- 
ſequent head of Courts Martial. 


From the time of the court of chivalry being 
abridged of its criminal juriſdiction, until after 
the reſtoration of Charles the Second, no 
regular court for the adminiſtration of martial 
law in the navy, appears to have been eſtabliſhed. 
By the ſtatute 13 Car. 2. c. 9. expreſs rules, 
articles, and orders, were firſt enacted, by au- 
thority of parliament, for the better keeping up 
a regular diſcipline in his majeſty's navy ; and 
by the 22 Geo. 2. c. 23. and 19 Geo. 3. c. 17. 
theſe acts have been altered, amended, and new 
modelled. 


In theſe articles almoſt every poſſible offence 
is ſet down, and the puniſhment annexed ; 


in which reſpect the ſeamen have much the

ſervice, whoſe articles of war are not enacted 
by parliament, but framed from time to time at 
the pleaſure of the crown ; which, with regard 
to military offences, hath a ſole and almoſt ab- 
ſolute legiſlative power. For by the Mutiny 
Add annually paſſed, for puniſhing mutiny and 
deſertion, and for the better payment of the 
army and their quarters, © his majeſty may 
% form articles of war, and conſtitute courts 
c martial, with power to try any crime by ſuch 
* articles, and inflict penalties by ſentence or 
judgment of the ſame.” Mutiny Act, art. 
57. 

The ſeveral offences fpecified in the articles 
of war, and the puniſhments annexed to them, 
are ſtrongly analogous to the criminal laws of 
the land denominated by the appellation of 
pleas of the crown. 


The offences comprehended and ſpecificd in 
the naval articles of war, may, for the ſake of 
perſpicuity, be claſſed or diſtributed under the 
following general heads: 


iſt, Offences immediately againſt God 
and religion. 
2dly, Such as affect the executive power 
of the ſtate, and criminal negli- 
gence. 
zdly, Such as infringe the rights of fellow 
ö ſubjects. 
athly, Offences military, and ſuch as are 
peculiarly the objects of martial 
law. | 


Under the firfi head are claſſed thoſe relative 
offences contained in the firſt and ſecond 
articles, viz. neglecting public worthip, and 
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Ax Tics of WAR. 
being uilty of prophane oaths, curſing, exeEras 
tions, drunkenneſs, uncleanneſs, or other ſoart- 
dalous actions: the higher offence of blaſ- 
phemy, although not diſtinctly ſpecified, ne- 
vertheleſs by the words prophane oaths, curſ- 
ings, and exccrations, this crime is unqueſtion- 


ably implied. The puniſhment of this claſs is 


- Teft to the ditcretion of a court martial. 


The ſecond. diviſion of crimes comprizes 
ſuch as affect the executive power ot the king 
and his government; and this diviſion may be 
ſubdivided into the offences ſpecified in the 
third, fourth, fifth, fifteenth, ſixteenth, nine- 
teenth, twenticth, twenty-ſecond, twenty- 
fourth, twenty fifth, twenty-ſeventh, and 
thirty-firſt articles of war, viz. holding ifitel- 
ligence with an enemy or rcbel—concealing 
letters or meſſages from, or relieving an enemy 
or rebel—deſerting to an enemy—running 
away with ſhips' ſtores, or yielding the ſame to 
an enemy—deſertion from the ſervice, or en- 
tertaining deſferters—waſte or embezzlement 
of {tores—mutinous aſſemblies - ſeditious or 
mutinous words—conccaling any traiterous or 
mutinous defigns, & —ſtriking, quarrelling, 
or diſobeying the orders of a ſuperior officer 
fleeping upon the watch, neglecting duty, or 
forſuking a ſtation allotted—and knowingly 
ſigning falſe muſter books. 


Under the third diſtribution of offences are 
thoſe, that violate and tranſgreſs the rights and 
duties which men owe to their fellow-ſubjects, 
and which cannot be committed without. a 
manifeſt yiolation of the laws of nature, of the 
moral as well as political rules of right, under 
which may be claſſed murder, ſodomy, and 
robbery. Articles of war, 27, 28, and 29. 


r 
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Offences ſtrictly military, and which fall 
under the fourth and laſt diſtribution of general 
heads, are recited in the tenth, eleventh, twelfth, 
thirteenth, fourteenth, and ſeventeenth articles 
of war. 


It is but juſtice to obſerve, that the marine 
code of criminal juriſprudence contained in the 
articles of war evinces a greater degree of lenity 
than is to be found either amongſt the ancients 
or moderns. 


By the judicious and humane amendment of 
the twelfth and thirteenth articles, under the 
former of which the unfortunate Admiral Byng 
ſuffered, and giving the court martial a diſcre- 
tionary power to pronounce ſentence of death, 
or to inflift ſuch other puniſhment as the nature and 90% 08 
degree of the offence therein recited ſhall be found to 
deſerve, the rules and regulations for the 
vernment of his majeſty's navy may be juſtly 
ſaid to have attained the ſummit of perfec- 
tion. 


ARTICLES of WAX.

Tur yarious thefts committed upon the River Thames 
repeatedly called for legiſlative interpoſition to protect the 
property on board of veſſels.

By the common law, it is a ſettled rule, that 
no counſel ſhall be allowed to a priſoner upon 
his trial for any capital crime (except in the caſe 
of high treaſon) upon the general iſſue; but 
though no counſel is allowed to plead in behalf 
of any priſoner arraigned for any capital crime, 
it is nevertheleſs uſual for the judge to permit 
ſuch priſoner to have a counſel to examine the 
hs.” witnefles, both on the part of the crown, and in «. 
pg exculpation of the priſoner. This is always 
allowed with reſpect to matters of fact; and as 
to matters of law ariſing on the trial, priſoners

In analogous conformity to this principle, it 
is the practice at courts martial to indulge the 

riſoner with counſel, who may fit or ſtand near 
bim, and inſtruct him what queſtions to alk 
the witneſſes with reſpect to matters of fact be- 
fore the court; and may even commit to paper 
the neceſſary interrogatories as they ariſe, which 
the priſoner may give on ſeparate ſlips to the 
judge advocate, who reads them to the court, 
and, if approved of, inſerts them literally in the 
minutes, with the anſwers given by the wit- 
neſſes. 505 

The ſame rules of evidence are adhered to at 
courts martial as are in all criminal cafes ad- 
itted by law. 

Tt appears to be the practice both at naval and 
military courts martial, to produce two or more 
witneſſes when they can be procured 3 but 
when two or more cannot be had, one poſitive 
evidence to facts is often deemed competent to 
convict the party accuſed ; but this, as Lord 


Chief Juſtice Hale obſerves, muſt be very warily 


admitted, it being held better that ten guilty 


rſons eſcape than that one innocent perſon 
ſhould ſuffer *, 


In cafe any perſon amenable to the juriſ- 
diction of a court martial ſhall refuſe to give 
evidence, or prevaricate in the courſe of his

After the examination of all the witneſſes pro- 
duced in ſupport of the charge, as well as thoſe 
in favour of the party accuſed, the court being 
cleared, the members are to proceed to judg- 
ment, or, ſpeaking according to technical lan- 
guage, to determine whether the charge againſt 
the priſoner be proved or not proved, and if 
found guilty to pronounce that judgment which 
the articles of war, or laws of the land, have 
ſpecifically appropriated to the offence in 


ingly cloſed, and the members of the court 
maturely deliberate and weigh the facts alledged 
on both ſides, the credibility of the witneſſes, 
the force and efficacy of their teſtimony, the 


either as principals or accetfories, under the 
various circumſtances exhibited. to them in the 
courſe of inveſtigation. 


The court having duly weighed the evidence 
produced on both ſides and taken int mature 
conſideration the palliating circumſtances either 
offered in the defence, or which may have ariſen 
in the inveſtigation of facts, the judge advocate 
ſtates the queſtion reſpecting the priſoner's 
guilt, and which at naval courts martial is put 
to each member ſeparately, beginning with the 
junior, and ending with the preſident.

It will be obſerved, that there are many 
crimes in the articles of war that have expreſsly 
annexed to them the puniſhment of death, 
without any alternative. The twelfth article, 
as it formerly ſtood, poſitively preſcribed death.

Admiral Byng ſuffered, although earneſtly re- 
commended to mercy, and notwithſtanding a 
letter from the court complaining of the ſeve- 
rity of that article, which admitted no mitiga-

the offence ſhall be found to deſerve, Other articles 
Articles 1, 2, 7, omit the word death, and leave the puniſhment 
6-7-7 aug to be inflicted to the diſcretion of a court mar- 
35. tial; and as thoſe articles are for the puniſh- 
ment of offences of not ſo flagrant a nature, it 
is obvious, that the wiſdom of the legiſlature 
meant to exclude the power of a court martial 
to inflict a capital puniſhment for any of the 


ſpecific offences left diſcretionary. 
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Some of theſe articles leave no diſcretionary Arictes 18, 3, 
power to the court martial, but expreſsly reſtrict 33: 
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the puniſhment to caſhiering the offender, or 
diſmiſſing him from his majeſty's ſervice. 


If the charge proved againſt a priſoner ſhould 
fall under any of thoſe articles of war in which 
the puniſhment of death is expreſsly annexed, 
without any alternative or deviation, under cir- 
cumſtances however alleviating, no further 
queſtions or deliberations of the court are ne- 
ceſſary to impede pronouncing the ſentence. 


The ſentences of naval courts martial and Mutiny Aa, 
Article 5, p. 1. 


thoſe of the army differ in theſe particulars :— 
In the navy, they are final, and pronounced 
inſtanter in open court; for the members of 
army courts martial are ſworn not to divulge the 
ſentence of the court, until it ſhall be approved 


of by his majeſty, or by ſome perſon authorized 
by him, 


When the majority of the members have 

ven an opinion that the charge has been 
Fan proved, and that it falls under any of the 
articles in which the caſes are left diſcretionary 
to the court to inflict the puniſhment of death, 
or ſuch other puniſhment as the nature and degree of 
the offence ſhall be found to deſerve, it is uſual to 
ſtate a ſecond queſtion to the members of the 
court, whether or not the puniſhment to be 
inflicted is to be capital? If this be determined 
in the negative, another queſtion muſt neceſſa- 
rily ariſe reſpecting the nature and extent of the 
puniſhment to be inflicted, whether corporal, 
caſhiering, mulcting ot pay, impriſonment, &c.; 
or it may be ſtated in general terms what pu- 
niſhment, other than death, ſhall- be inflicted 
on the priſoner ? This being determined, the 
judge advocate draws up the ſentence, the court 
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is opened, all parties are admitted, and judg- 
ment pronounced accordingly. 

Should no reprieve or pardon intervene, 
execution of courſe muſt follow. A reprieve 


is merely a temporary ſi 4 - of execution, 
and may be continued from time to time : a 


pardon, on the contrary, is permanent, and 


muſt be under the great ſeal. When a pardon 
is extended to a criminal ſentenced by a naval 
court martial, it is ſent to the lords commiſſioners 
of the admiralty, who immediately tranſmit, as 
tecret, their order of reprieve or pardon to the 
commander in chief, or ſenior officer at the 
place for the time being, where the execution 
would take place, ſigned by the lords, under the 
admiralty ſeal, ſignifying his majeſty's royal 
mercy, and directing the commander in chief 
to keep the whole of the order extremely ſecret, 
until the offender is, on the day appointed 
for execution, brought upon deck, and every 
thing prepared for his execution, agreeably 
to the cuſtom of the navy; and then only to 
make known to him his majeſty's pleaſure, and 
to releaſe him from confinement, 


In carrying the ſentences of courts martial 
into execution for corporal puniſhment, the 
admiral or commanding officer is to ĩſſue orders 
to the captain of the flag, or other particular 


ſhip, to make the fignal for the boats of the 


ſquadron to aſſemble, manned and armed, on 


the day appointed, to attend the puniſhment, 


and likewiſe orders to the other captains to 
ſend a lieutenant with a boat, manned and 
armed, from their reſpective ſhips, to attend and 
aſſiſt thereat. 


An order 1s at the ſame time iſſued to the 
captain or commander of the ſhip to which the 
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the ſentence) directing him to cauſe the pu- 
niſhment to be inflicted along- ſide of the dif- 
ferent ſhips,” in the manner, and in ſuch pro- 
portions, as are therein ſpecified, In the order 
it is uſual to include directions to the captain to 
cauſe the ſurgeon of his ſhip to attend in the 
boat with the lieutenant, as well as one of his 
mates in the long-boat with the prifoner, for 
the purpoſe of judging of the priſoner's ability 
to bear all his puniſnment, which the ſurgeon 
may put a ſtop to when he conceives the pri- 
ſoner is not able to bear any more with ſafety. 

The provoſt-marſhal is ordered to attend the

When a ſentence of death is approved of by 
the king, the warrants for execution is tranſ- 
mitted by the admiralty to the officer com- 
manding the ſhips and veſſels at the place for 
the time being, who iſſue the neceſſary orders, 
agrecably to the forms of the ſervice, and pre- 
parations are made accordingly. 

On the morning deſtined for the execution, 
the ſignal of death is diſplayed, and the boats of 
the ſquadron, manned and armed, ſurround 
the ſhip appointed for the execution. The 
crews of the reſpetiive ſhips are arranged on 
deck, when the articles of war are read—after 
which a gun is fired ; and at the ſame moment 
the unhappy victim who has violated the laws 


of his country is run up by the neck to the 


yard-arm, a terrible example to the ſurrounding 


lpectators,

Tur laws relative to this branch of the royal revenues 
are not only numerous, but of remote antiquity; the more 
ancient part of which, before commerce had arrived to its 
preſent magnitude, aroſe chiefly from exports. The pro- 
duce of theſe duties is ſaid to be veſted in the king for the 
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two following reaſons, viz. 1ſt, Becauſe he gave the ſubject 
leave to depart the kingdom, and to carry his goods along 


with him ; and, 2dly, Becauſe the king was bound of 


common right to maintain and keep up the ports and 
havens, and to protect the merchants from pirates, It is 
ſaid by Sir Edward Coke, 2 Inſt. 58. g. that the king's firſt 
claim to theſe duties was by grant from parliament, in the 
third year of Edward I —Exclufive of thete, there were 
formerly other ſpecies of cuſtoms payable upon exports 
and imports, ſuch as ſubſidies, tonnage, poundage, &c. ; all 
of which are now blended together, except in one or two 
inſtances, where diſtinct duties are paid upon tonnage, 
under the general denomination of cuſtoms, by which are 


now underſtood certain duties impoſed by parliament, and 


paid by the merchant at the quay upon all commodities, 
whether exported or imported (unleſs where, for particular 
reaſons, bounties or drawbacks are allowed in favour of 
particular artieles).— The duties of tonnage and poundage 
were granted at firſt, as is expreſſed by the old ſtatutes 
(and particularly 1 Eliz. c. 19.), © for the defence of the 
« realm, and the keeping and ſafeguard of the ſeas, 
« and for the intercourſe of merchandize ſafely to come 
« into and paſs out of the ſame.” — They were originally 

nted only for a ſtated term of years; but by a ſtatute 


made in the 36th year of Henry VI. they were granted to 


that king for life, and again for life to Edward IV.; fince 
which time, until the reign of Charles I. they were regu- 
larly granted to all his ſucceſſors for life. . Upon the Re- 
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ſtoration, this duty was alſo granted for life to Charles II. 
and his two immediate ſucceſſors; and by three ſeveral 
ſtatutes, 9 Anne, c. 6. 1 Geo. 1. c. 12. 3 Geo. f. c. 7. 
it was mortgaged for the debt of the public. In the 27th 
year of his prefent majeſty, a moſt judicious arrangement 
was introduced, by which the merchant was enabled to 
underſtand, and almoſt inſtantaneouſly to aſcertain, the 
duties payable ; a ſpecies of knowledge which, before this 
act, was almoſt excluſively confined to exciſemen and 
collectors; and as the various duties payable were nume- 
rous and widely diſperſed among ſeveral acts of parliament, 
even the ras concerned in collecting them might 
frequently, through ignorance of ſo complex a ſubject, 
commit miſtakes, by which either the merchant or the 
revenue muſt ſuffer. By this judicious and ſyſtematic 
ſimplification of theſe duties, contained in an act intituled 
the Conſolidation Act, an improvement ſimilar to which is 
very much wanted, and might be with facility applied, in 
various other departments, particularly that branch of the 
revenue ariſing from the ſtamp duties, all the former 
ſtatutes impoſing duties of cuſtoms and exciſe were re- 
pealed as to the quantum; the two books of rates formerly 


. impoſed were aboliſhed ; and a new book of rates intro- 


duced : a circumſtance which, as Mr. Chriſtian, in his 
note on 1 Comm. 316. © is of infinite- conſequence to 
© the commercial world; it having reduced an important 
* ſubject from a perfect chaos to ſuch a plain and ſimple 
* form as to induce every friend to his country to with 
that ſimilar experiments were made upon other confuſed 
* and entangled branches of our ſtatute law,” 


Of the various acts of more remote antiquity, and which 
FI relate to the officers of the cuſtoms, the fol- 
owing are the moſt material. With reſpect to the anti- 
quity of theſe acts, and to ſhew how much the protection 
of trade was, from the earlieſt periods, the object of 
Britiſh legiſlation, it may be here obſerved, that ſo far 
back as Magna Charta, 9 Hen. 3. c. 3. it was enacted, 
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that “ merchants may buy and ſell by the ancient 
„ cuſtoms.”

Tris moſt important diviſion, whether conſidered with 
reference to political economy, or as conducive to the 
perfection of the maritime ſtate, has at various times occu- 
pied that attention of the Legiſlature which an object of ſo 
much - national concern ſo juſtly demanded. Fiſheries 
have been moſt appropriately termed by Dr. Franklin, the 
agriculture of the ocean ; nor, with reſpect to population, 
which isallowed by all writers to conſtitute the true wealth 
of a ſlate, are they leſs productive than the cultivation of 
the ſoil. The fiſheries of America, are conſidered by the 
writer above quoted, as one of her higheſt advantages ; the 
fertile ſource of population and of wealth ; and it was to 
her fiſheries, before her government had been diſorganized, 
that Holland was indebted for her commercial and political 
conſequence. Independently conſidered as a ſource of 
wealth, as a nurſery for her ſeamen, and a ready means of 
manning a formidable navy, her fiſheries are of the higheſt 
importance to Great Britain. Accordingly, fiſh have not 
only been allowed to be imported duty free, but confiderable 
bounties have, from time to time, been granted upon their 
exportation. Theſe bounties,” ſays the writer on * The 
Wealth of Nations,” “although in ſome degree expenſive 
« to the State, yet, when we conſider the maritime ſtrength 
* acquired by ſuch encouragement, are nevertheleſs judici- 
* ouſly advanced ;” and if the increaſe of population, ge- 
nerally conſidered, confiitutes the wealth of the nation, how 
much more may the experience and ſervices of that uſeful

claſs of the community, who form our beſt and ſureſt 
defence, to ſay nothing of the emoluments reſulting to the 
merchant and manufacturer, be conſidered as cheaply pur-

UPON the Reſtoration, when the Nation began to 
recover from the Republican frenzy and fanaticiſm by 


which it had been depreſſed, the Parliament directed its 


attention to thoſe great objects of national economy in 
which other States had made no ſinall progreſs, and 
from which they derived no ſmall degree of emolument. 
The product of the Whale. Fiſheries was obſerved to be a 
very profitable and conſiderable ſource of wealth to neigh- 


bouring nations, by giving employment to great numbers 


of ſeamen and ſhipping, who not only fupplicd themſelves 
with the produce of the Whale Fiſheries, but exported 


it into other countries, and particularly into this kingdom, 


where, to uſe the language of the ſtatute, the trade was in 


a manner decayed and loſt. By the induſtrious and vigilant 
attention of the Dutch to this important ſource of daily- 
accumulating wealth, they were enabled, by ſupplying 
other countries, to draw out confiderable wealth, and there- 
by make thoſe countries ſo ſupplied contribute to their 
commercial and national aggrandizement. The legiſla- 
tors of this country ſaw this with a jealous eye, and laudably 
exertcd themſelves to awaken the people to a true ſenſe of 
the emoluments to be derived from cultivating thoſe ad- 
vantages which, from the ſituation of the country, were 
capable of ſo much improvement. Accordingly, perſons 
hitherto deterred from embarking their property in this 
ti affic were encouraged by bounties, premiums, exemptions' 
from duty, &c. which have been amply repaid by the 
increaſe of ſhipping and wealth which theſe encourage- 
ments were ſo well calculated to ſecure. But not to the 
Whale Fiſheries alone has the Britiſh legiſlature ſtretched 
out a protecting arm, the Fiſheries upon our own coaſts 
have been. alſo promoted, protected, and encouraged ; 
and although the detailing of the ſeveral comparatively 


minuter diviſions, ſuch as the Thames, Oyſter, Her- 


ring, &c. may occupy perhaps a larger portion of this 
work than may appear appropriately diſtributive compared 
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with other heads, yet our deſire to convey the moſt exten- 
five information upon ſo important a ſubject, and to render 
this head as complete as poſſible, has induced us to aſſign 
a larger portion of ſpace than was originally intended; and 
we truſt in ſo doing we ſhall not be cenſured, at leaſt by 
the numerous individuals connected with the Fiſheries.

NEwFOUNDLAND FisSHERY:. 


THE increaſe of ſeamen and ſhipping is the leading 
object of the legiſlature in the acts paſſed for the encou- 
ragement of fiſheries in general ; but there are alſo other 
benefits reſulting, no leſs important in a commercial, than 
the increaſe of ſeamen and ſhipping may be eſtimated in a 
national point of view. By employing great numbers of 
ſeamen and ſhipping, conſiderable quantities of proviſions 
and manufactures are conſumed, whereby © not only the 
poor are kept in conſtant employment, but great quanti- 
ties of wine, oil, plate, iron, wool, and other commo- 
* cities, which formerly drew out much ſpecie from the 
* country, are paid for out of the produce of the New- 
* foundland Fiſhery, and imported into Great Britair, 
* From theſe circumſtances, the revenue is confider- 
* ably increaſed, and Trade, Commerce; and Naviga- 
tion, appropriately encouraged,” | | 
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Impreſſed with a due ſenſe of theſe advantages, 
the legiſlature, in the reign of King William, declared 
this trade ſhould be free to all his majeſty's ſubjects, and 
ſeveral neceſſary regulations were preſcribed by the act 
alluded to for preſerving the harbours, ſtages, cook-rooms, 
&c. giving privileges to thoſe who ſhould firſt arrive, and 
appointing an equitable and judicious mode of ſettling 
diſputes which might ariſe amongſt the fiſhermen, by 
empowering the fiſhing admirals to decide and determine 
theſe differences, with power of appeal in caſes of intricacy, 
or where the parties might think themſelves aggrieved, to 
the commanders of ſuch of his majeſty's ſhips as ſhould be 
appointed for convoy. But the increaſing number of 
perſons employed upon this fiſhery, the advantages derived 
to the revenue, and thoſe reſulting to trade and commerce, 
were felt to be of ſo much importance, that parliament 
deemed it proper, to erect WITHIN THE ISLAND a Criminal 
and civil tribunal, where crimes and civil ſuits might be de- 
termined according to the laws of England. Previous to 
this by the act, 10 & 11 Will. 3. c. 25.1. 12. it was enacted, 
that all robberies, murders, felonies, and all other capital 
crimes committed in Newfoundland and its appendant 
banks, ſeas, and iſlands, might be tried in any county in 
England. By the act 33 Geo. 3. c. 76. a SUPREME 
COURT OP JUDICATURE is now erected, by his majeſty's 
commiſſion under the great ſeal, and all crimes and miſ- 
demeanors committed in that iſland, and all complaints of 
a civil nature, are tried, heard, and determined, according 
to the laws of England, as far as the ſame can be applied. 
The clauſe of this act relative to the diſtribution of the 
property of perſons dying inſolvent, and the preference 
given to fiſhermen who may be creditors, deſerves peculiar 
notice; but all the enactments of this moſt eſtimable ac 
are equally wiſe, politic, and equitable; and it may be 
Juſtly pointed out as conducing to form a complete ſyſtem 
.of civil and criminal juriſprudence for the numerous and 
wealthy claſs who are within the ſphere of its operation, 
and whofe intereſt and accommodation it has ever been one 
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of the diſtinguiſhing features of a Britiſh parliament to 


conſult and to promote,

Tur ſeveral regulations upon theſe heads are ſo inte- 
reſting to all perſons concerned in commerce, that it is 
unneceſſary to apologize for touching upon them here. 


In treating upon theſe topies, we have begun with the 
ſeveral definitions, and proceeded to the leading principles 
of each, in the order in which they occur : a mode b 
which not only a more perſpicuous idea will be conveyed 
reſpecting theſe ſubjects, but the reciprocal duties of mer- 


chants or factors and maſters and ſhip-owners, will be more 
diſtinctly traced, 


The number of merchant ſhips which have been recently 
taken up by the Tranſport Board, renders the ſubject of 
freighting veſſels for that ſervice more important and 
intereſting than has ever occurred before. The princi- 
ples and regulations, therefore, relative to this ſervice, will 
be found under the head TRANSPORT SERVICE, which 
will be a diſtinct and additional head.

The 
freight moreover becomes due on the delivery 
or bringing up of the merchandize, and not on 
the arrival of the ſhip, 


If a ſhip be freighted out, and the maſter 
covenants that the ſhip ſhould fail out of the 
port to Cadiz with the firſt fair wind and op- 

rtunity, and the freighter covenants that for 
the freight of all the premiſes he would pay 
unto the maſter 184]. ; if the maſter do not ſhew 
that the ſhip arrived at Cadiz, he cannot reco- 
ver the freight. 


In a contract between a merchant and a 


maſter of a ſhip, that, if he carries the mer- 


chants goods to ſuch a port, he will then pay 
him ſo much money for freight : if on making 
ſuch voyage the ſhip is robbed by pirates, part 
of her loading loſt, and afterwards the remain- 
der brought to the port of diſcharge, in this 
caſe the ſum agreed upon for treight is not due, 
the agreement on the part of the maſter not 
having been performed; and this is a condi- 
tional contract. But by the civil law, this is 
otherwiſe ; for thereby the tame is a danger of 
the ſeas, which, if not cxprefled in marine 
agreements, is naturally implied; and here 
there was no default in the maſter or his mari- 
ners; and had theſe goods ſo carried away by 
pirates been thrown overboard in ſtreſs of wea- 
ther, it would not have worked a diſability in 
the maſter to receive the ſum agreed upon; 
becauſe, both by the common and marine law, 
the act of God, or of an enemy, ſhall not work 
a wrong in actions between individuals, pi- 
rates being eſteemed in law enemies. 
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When a ſhip is freighted out and in (or out Pre ght out and 
and home), no freight is due till the whole voy- bome 


age be performed; ſo that it ſhe be caſt away 
coming home, the freight outwards, as well as 
wards, becomes loſt. | 


If freight be contracted for the tranſporting 
of women, and they happen in the voyage to 


be delivered of children, no freight becomes due 


for the infants. 


A maſter of a ſhip is not bound to anſwer 
freight to the owners for paſſengers, where it 
appears they are not able to pay. _ 


If freight be agreed upon for a lading of cer- 
tain cattle, or the like, from Dublin to Weſt 
Cheſter, and ſome of them happen to die before 
the ſhip's arrival, the whole freight is due, as 
well for the dead as the living : but if the con- 
tract be to tranſport them at ſo much per head, 
freight will become due only for ſuch as arc 
living at the port ſpecified for diſcharge of 
the ſhip. 


If freight be taken for one hundred tons of 
wine, and twenty of them leak out, ſo that 
there is not above eight inches from the bulge 
upwards, yet the freight becomes due ; but if 
they be under eight inches, it has been con- 
ceived by ſome that they may be flung up to 
the maſter ſor freight; yet moſt think other- 
wiſe : for if all had leaked out, if no fault were 
foundin the ſtowage by ſurvey from the I rinity 
Houſe, there is no reaſon the ſhip ſhould loſe 
her freight, for the freight ariſes from the ton- 
nage taken: and if the leakage were occaſioned 
through ſtorm, it might perhaps come into an 
average. Immediately after a ſtorm, a proper 
examination ſhould be made, and maſters of 
thips ougbt to make their regular proteſt.

FREIGHT, CHARTER-PARTY, 


The terms of the contract for hiring, or, ad 
it is technically termed, taking a ſhip to freight, 
when reduced to writing, and executed by the 


freighter, and the maſter or owner of the-ſhip, is 
called the charter-party. | 


A charter-party is the ſame in the civil law 
as an indenture is at common law. It ſettles 
the terms upon which the cargo is to be carried, 
as the bills of lading determine the contents of 
the cargo ; the maſters or owners uſually bind 
themſelves, the ſhip, tackle, and furniture, that 
the goods put on board or freighted ſhall be 
delivered (dangers of the ſeas excepted), well 
conditioned, at the place of diſcharge agreed 
upon. The maſter or ſhip owner generally 
covenants to provide a ſuffieiency of tackle and 
mariners, and to fit the ſhip in every reſpect 
for performing the voyage. The merchant or 
freighter, on his part, ſtipulates to pay the mo- 
ney agreed upon for freight on the delivery of 


the goods: penalties are annexed on both ſides 
for the non-performance. 


A charter-party may be made by the maſter 
for himſelf and owners ; in which caſe the 
maſter may. releaſe the freighter, without ad- 
viſing with the owners: but if the owners let 
out to freight the ſhip, ſpecifying the particular 
maſter, then, though the maſter covenant in 
the ſame charter-party, and ſabſeribe it, his 
releaſe will not bind the owners, although the 
owners releaſe will include the maſter. 


So hikewife may a factor enter into a charter- 
arty. If a factor freight a ſhip'by order, and 
for acconnt of another, out and home, and a 
charter-party is made between him and tte 
maſter, the factor is liable for all-the freight, 
and performance of all the covenants; but if

the ſhip be only freighted outwards, and loaded 
by the factor, the goods ſhipped, are alone liable 
for the freight, and no demand can be made on 
the freighter, by virtue of the charter-party ; 
but the confignee of the goods is to pay the 
freight according to the bills of lading. 


If, by the time appointed in the charter- 
party, the freighter is not ready to load, the 
parties are at liberty; and the party injured 
has his remedy by action for damages. 


If part of the lading be on board, and ſome 
intervening accident prevent the merchant 
from ſhipping the whole in time, the maſter is 
at liberty to contract with another, and ſhall 
have freight, by way of damage, for the time 
that theſe goods were on board after that 
limited. For any failure after complete loading 
will end the contract, unleſs afterwards affirmed 
by conſent. And though it be not prudent for 
a merchant or maſter to depart from the con- 
tract on every non-compliance with the terms, 


yet it is but juſtice that, under ſuch . circum- 


ſtances, ſhips and maſters ſhould remain free: 
for otherwiſe by the bare lading of a ſingle bale, 
the opportunity of a paſſage might be loſt, and 
the ſeaſon of the year might prevent the voy- 
age, 

If goods are fully laden on board, and the 
ſhip hath roten ground. and the merchant again 
unloads them, according to the mariue late, 
freight is notwithſtanding due. Where no 
freight was to be paid for the cargo outwards, 
but freight for the cargo homewards, and the 
freighter's factor abroad had no goods to load 
on board, her freight was decreed. 


If a {hipy be freighted out' and home, and 
deliver her cargo at the place agreed on;

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or if a ſhip be freighted to go to any place to 
load, and arrive there, and the freighter's factor 
cannot, or will not, put any thing on board,

of extreme neceſſity, as that the ſhip would be 
in a ſinking condition, and an empty thip 1s 
paſſing by, or at hand, he may tranſlate the 
goods; but if that ſhip ſinks or periſhes, he is 
there excuſed ; but then it muſt be apparent 
that this ſeemed probable and ſufficient. _ 


If a maſter weigh anchor, and fail after the 
time covenanted or agreed for his departure, if 


any damage happens at ſea after that time, be 


ſhall refund, and make good all ſuch miſ- 
fortune ; yet if a charter-party be made, that 
the plaintiff ſhall ſail from London to Liſbon, 
with the firſt wind and opportunity, &ec. in

If a maſter lets out his ſhip, and afterwards

firſt freighter, by law marine he loſes his freight; 
and if it ſhould fo fall out that any of the 
freighter's goods ſhould, for ſafety of the ſhip, 
be caſt overboard, the reſt ſhall not become 
ſubject to average, but the maſter ſhall make 
the damage good; though if the goods be 
brought into the ſhip ſecretly, and unknown 
to him, it is otherwiſe ; and goods fo brought 
in may be ſubject to what freight the matter 
ſhall think fit. 


When a ſhip puts into any other port than 


that the was bound to by agreement, thc 


maſter ſhall anſwer all damages that ſhall ac- 
erue thereby; but if ſhe was forced in by 
ſtorm, enemies, or pirates, he muſt after- 
wards procced to that he was obliged to by 
contract, 


If a ſhip in her voyage happens to be taken 
by an enemy, and afterwards is retaken by 
another ſhip in amity, and reſtitution is made, 
and ſhe proceeds on in her voyage, the contract 
is not determined, though the taking by the 
enemy diveſted the property out of the owners; 
yet by the law of war that poſſeſſion was deſea- 
lible, and being recovered in battle afterwards, 
the owners became re- inyeſted; ſo the contract,

by fiction of law, became as if ſhe had never 
been taken, and the entire freight becomes 
due. , 


It was covenanted by a charter-party, thata 
{hip ſhould return by a certain tirfie within the 
River Thames (the danger of the ſea excepted), 
and afterwards in the voyage, and within the 
time of the return, ſhe was taken upon the ſea 
by enemies unknown to the covenantor ; and 
being detained by them, could not return 
within the time mentioned by the covenant. 
Reſolved, This impedimeat was within the ex- 
ception; for theſe words intend as well any 
danger upon the ſea by pirates, or men of war, 
as dangers of the ſea by ſhipwreck, tempeſt, 
Kc. | 


If, before the departure of the ſhip, there 
ſhould happen an embargo, occaſioned by war, 
repriſals, or otherwiſe, with the country to 
which the ſhip is bound, ſo that ſhe cannot pro- 
ceed on her voyage, the charter-party ſhall be 
diſſolved, without damages or charges to either 
party ; and the merchant ſhall pay the charges 
ofunlading his goods; but if the reftraint ariſes 
from a difference between the parties them- 
ſelves, the charter-party ſhall till remain valid 
in all points. : 

If the ports be only ſhut, and the veſſels 
ſtopped for a time, the charter-party ſhall ſtill 
be valid, and the maſter ſhall be reciprocally 
obliged to wait the opening of the ports and the 
liberty of the ſhips, without any pretenſions for 
damages on either fide. . | 


However the merchant, at his own charges, 
may unlade his-: goods during thutting up of the 
port, upon condition either to relade them, or 
indemnify the maſter.

Demurrage is an allowance made to the 
maſter of a ſhip by his freighters, for ſtaying 
longer in a place than the time firſt appointed 
for his departure, and is generally inſerted in 
the charter-party to be paid daily, as it becomes 
due : the days are always limited ; ſo that on 
the expiration thereof, and proteſts duly made, 
the maſter 1s at liberty to proceed. | 


A bill of lading * is an account of the goods 
ſhipped by the merchant or factor delivered on 
board the veflel, and ought to be figned by the 
maſter within twenty-four hours after delivery 
of the goods. 


The difference between a bill of lading and a 
charter-party is, that the firſt is required and 
given for a ſingle article, or more, laden on 
board a ſhip that has ſundry merchandize - 
ſhipped on fundry accounts—but a charter- 
party is a contract for the whole ſhip.

Ts noble ſtructure, at once a monument of national 
genius, grandeur, and munificence, was founded in 1694, 
by King William and Queen Mary. It is delightfully 
fityated upon the ſouthern banks of the Thames, elevated 
on a Terrace about eight hundred and fixty-five feet in 
length towards the river, and conſiſts of four diſtinct piles 
of building, diſtinguiſhed by the names of King Charles's, 
Queen Anne's, King William's, and Queen Mary's. The 
internal between the two moſt northern buildings, viz. 
King Charles's and Queen Anne's, forms the grand 
ſquare, which is about two hundred and ſeventy-three 
feet wide. i 


But it is more within the ſcope of the preſent work ta 
detail the moſt intereſting particulars of information re- 
lative to the internal regulation of this inſtitution, than 
to deſcribe or enumerate the various beauties of the edifice; 
at the ſame time we may be allowed to remark, that for 
beauty, ſolidity, and magnificence, this building, if it has 
been any where equalled, is no where ſurpaſſed, 


For the information of thoſe who may be more imme- 
diately concerned, as entitled to the benefits of the Hoſpi- 
tal, the particulars relative to penſioners, their mode of 

admiſſion, allowance of proviſions, pocket-money, and 

cloathing to the penſioners, out penſioners, mode of 
admiſſion, nurſes, infirmary, and ſchool, will be given in 
the order in which they occur.

OF PENSIONERS, 


The number of penſioners now maintained in the 
Hoſpital is two thouſand three hundred and fifty. Every 
boatſwain is allowed 2s. 6d. ; every mate, 18. 6d. ; and 
every private man, 18. per week pocket money. 


They are alſo allowed, in the ſpace of two years, 
a ſuit of blue clothes, a hat, three pair of blue yarn hoſe, 
three pair of ſhoes, and four ſhirts, Their diet conſiſts of 
one loaf of bread of ſixteen ounces, and two quarts of beer, 
per day. One pound of mutton on Sunday and Tueſ- 
day; one pound of beef on Monday, Thurſday, and 


Saturday; peaſe ſoup, cheeſe, and butter, on Wedpeſday 
and Friday. t 
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MODE OP APPLYING FOR ADMISSION, 


Perſons defirous-to be admitted penſioners are to apply 


at the Admiralty Office at leaſt ten days before the day of 


examination (the days at preſent appointed for that purpoſe 
are the firſt Thurſdays in January; April, July, and October), 
where they receive letters directed to the proper officer at 
the Navy Office, for certificates of their time of ſervice in 
the navy ; which certificates are ſent to the Admiralty 
before the day of examination, when the candidates are 
examined by the Board (the ſurgeon of the Hoſpital 
attending), and thoſe who are found to be proper objects 
are minuted to be ſent to the Hoſpital, and as vacancies 
happen are ſent accordingly. 


OF OUT-PENSIONERS. 


There are an indefinite number of theſe, who receive 71. 
fer annum, and are appointed in the ſame manner as thoſe 
before mentioned. After they are appointed, they are to 
take their warrants to the Treaſurer's Office in the Hoſpital, 
where a ticket is delivered to them, by which they are 
empowered to receive their penſion, by quarterly payments, 
either on the ſpot, or, if reſiding at ny great diſtance, from 
collectors of the cuſtoms or exciſe, in conſequence of certi- 
ficates ſigned and tranſmitted by the treaſurer, and atteſted 
by the ſteward or clerk of the checque. | 


NURSES, 


The number of theſe is one hundred and forty-ſeven, 


who muſt all be widows of ſeamen, and under the age of 
forty-five at the time of admiſſion. They are required to 


take out certificates of their huſband's ſervice in the navy, 
in theſame mode as the penſioners, and produce certificates 
of their age and marriage to the Board of Admiralty (on 
the day of examination), by whom they are appointed.

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BOYS. 


This eſtabliſhment (confiſting of one hundred and fifty), 
which is intended for the maintenance and education of 
ſons of ſeamen, is ſolely under the management of the Di- 
rectors, who nominate the boys in rotation. Previous 
to their admiſſion, the following particulars muſt be 
proved by proper certificates, viz. 


That they are the ſons of ſeamen. 
Between eleven and thirteen years of age. 
Objects of charity. | 
Of found body and mind, and able to read. 


The ſchool-room is capable of containing two hundred 
boys, who are educated in reading, writing, and navigation, 
and after three years reſidence at the Hoſpital are bound 
out for ſeven years to the fea ſervice only. : 


THE INFIRMARY. 


This is a capacious building, divided into two principal 
parts; one for the patients under the care of the phyſician, 
and the other for thoſe whoſe caſes require the attendance 
of a ſurgeon. 


Each part is two ſtories in height, containing a double 
row of rooms, being altogether in number ſixty-four, cal- 
culated to hold two hundred and fifty-fix patients; cach 
room has achimney-place,with an aperture near the ceiling, 
for the purpoſe of ventilating, and will accommodate four 
patients. 


In the fore-part of this building, conſiſting of the phyſi 
cian's diviſion, is the hall; oppoſite to it, in the back part 
which belongs to the ſurgeon, is the kitchen ; and in the 


upper ſtory is a ſmall chapel, where prayers are read

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by the chaplains twice a week, for the benefit of the 
patients, 


Other parts of this building comprize the diſpenſary and 
ſurgery, and apartments for the phyſician, for the ſurgeon, 
and diſpenſer, with their reſpective aſſiſtants, and for the 


matron ; and adjacent within the walls are hot and cold 
baths. | ;

N oTWITHSTAN DING the various argunients which 
have been adduced againſt the legality of impreſſing men 
for the ſca ſervice, the practice of thus manning the nav 
is not only ſanctioned by cuſtom, but is alſo eſtabliſhed by 
law; and where no other adequate mode can be ſubſtituted, 
the law of imperious neceſſity muſt be eomplied with. 


The very high bounties, however, which have been 
given, and the 35 Geo. 3. C. 9. amended by 35 Geo. 3. 
c. 19. appointing certain proportions of men to ſerve in 
the navy, to be levied in the ſeveral counties of England 
and Wales, has been found nearly effectual, without hav- 
ing recourſe to impreſſing, which, notwithſtanding, muſt, 
in caſes of urgency, be ſtil] reſorted to as the moſt certain, 
when every other method is found to be ineffectual. —

Longitude and Improvements in Navigation, 


DisCOVERIES in theſe branches of ſcience are of 
ſuch importance in a commercial and maritime ftate, 
that the Legiſlature has been induced to hold out very 
liberal rewards, as an encouragement to thoſe who ſhould 
devote their time and talents to ſubjects ſo beneficial to 
their country. Not only a very large reward is offered 
to any perſon who ſhall actually diſcover the longitude 
(if ſuch diſcovery be indeed practicable), but certain con- 
ſiderable ſums are to be allowed to thoſe who ſhall ap- 
roximate within certain limits towards this diſcovery ; 
and a diſcretionary power 1s wiſely veſted in the eom- 
miſſioners, to beſtow large ſums as rewards, for ſuch 
improvements in navigation as ſhall be deemed of public 
utility. | 

Some of theſe acts relate to the time- pieces of Harriſon, 
which were found to perform with great accuracy. The 
more recent invention of Mr, Mudge has alſo been found 
of conſiderable advantage, and both have been liberally 
rewarded ; theſe time-picces, together with the intro- 
duction of the lunar obſervations, now almoſt univerſally 
adopted in his Majeſty's navy, have perhaps brought 
theſe enquiries, if not to the preciſe and abſulute attain - 
ment of the longitude, to a degree of accuracy ſufficient 
to anſwer all the neceſſary purpoſes of navigation. 


The firſt act for providing a public reward for ſach 
perſon or perſons as ſhould diſcover the longitude b 
tea after reciting © the great importance of the diſcovery 
of the longitude, for the ſafety and quickneſs of 
voyages, the preſervation of ſhips, and the lives of

Navigation, and Plantationg. 


Tu E preſent flouriſhing condition of our marine, is in 
a great meaſure owing to the ſalutary regulations of the 
Navigation and Plantation Acts; the rudiments of which 
were firſt framed during the government of the Long Par- 
lament. Prior to that period we find only one ſtatute 
during the reign of Richard the Second *, which had for 
its leading features the increaſe of ſhipping, and the aug- 
mentation of our navy : but by a ſubſequent ſtatute in the 
ſame reign ꝙ the regulations and proviſions thereby made 
were enervated. At the period the Commonwealth Par- 
liament framed the Navigation Act, there prevailed ſenti- 
ments of animoſity againſt the Dutch, jealouſy againſt 
ſome of our colonies diſaffected to the Parliament, and 
other political confiderations ; all of theſe ultimately 
tended to eſtabliſh ſome commercial regulations in this act, 
which now appear to have been dictated by the ſoundeſt 
policy and moſt deliberate wiſdom. The firſt outlines of 
this act, framed in 1650 by the Commonwealth Parlia- 
ment, prohibited all ſhips of foreign nations from trading 
with any Engliſh plantations, without licenſe trom the 
council of ſtate}, In the following year the prohibition 
was extended likewiſe to the mother-country, and no 
goods were ſuffered to be imported into England, or any

Majeſty *. Prior to theſe regulations the greater part of 
the trade of our colonies' had been monopolized by the 
Dutch, who by reaſon of the low intereſt of money in 
Holland, the magnitude of their ſtock, the number of their 
ſhips, and the reaſonableneſs of their import and export 
duties, could afford to buy at the deareſt, and fell at the 
cheapeſt rate. Thus they ſeized upon the profits of a 
variety of productions which they had neither planted nor 
gathered f. The Navigation Act remedied theſe evils, by 
excluding all foreign ſhips from entering the harbours of 
the Engliſh colonies, which conſequently obliged their 
principal produce to be exported —_— to the countries 
under the dominion of England. The Government, 
though aware of the inconveniences of ſuch an excluſion, 


was not alarmed at it; but, conſidered the empire only as 


a tree, whoſe tap muſt be turned back to the trunk, when 


it flows too freely to ſome of the branches. The AR of 


Navigation very properly aims, principally, at giving the 
ſailors and ſhipping of Great Britain the monopoly of the 
trade of their own country, in ſome caſes by abſolute pro- 
hibition, and in others by heavy duties upon the ſhipping 
of foreign countries. Its leading features chiefly are: 


1ſt. Prohibiting all ſhips, of which the owners, maſters, 
and three-fourths of the mariners are not Britiſh ſubjects, 
from trading to the Britiſh ſettlements and plantations, or 
being employed in the coaſling trade of Great Britain. 


2d. Allowing a great variety of the moſt bulky articles to 
be imported, either in ſuch ſhips above mentioned, or in 
ſhip of the country where thoſe goods are produced, and of 
which the maſters, and three- fourths of the mariners are of 
that particular country: but in ſuch latter caſe, they are 
ſubje& to double Aliens Duty. And if ſuch goods or 
commodities are imported in ſhips of any other country, 
the penalty is forfeiture of the ſhip and goods.

A great variety of the moſt bulky articles of impor- 

tation, ſuch as maſts, timber, boards, foreign ſalt, pitch, 

tar, roſin, hemp, &c. are prohibited from being imported, 

even in Britiſh ſhips, from any country but that of which 

they are the growth and production, under pain of forfeit- 
ing ſhip and cargo *. 


4th. Any ſort of ling, ſtockfiſh, pilchards, or any other 
kind of dried or ſalted fiſh, uſually fiſhed for, and caught by 
the people of England; or any whale-fins, whale-bones; 
oil, and blubber, riot having been caught by and cured, 
ſaved, and dried, on board Britiſh veſſels, when imported 
into Great Britain, are ſubjected to double Aliens' Duty. 


From hence it 'is obvious, that the regulations of this 
act did moſt effectually exclude the Dutch from being 
carriers of goods to. Great Britain, as well as importing to 
us the goods of any other European country. That they 
likewiſe clipped a conſiderable branch of the Dutch opu- 
lence, by excluding Britiſh ſhips from loading in Holland 
the goods of any other European country, Holland being 
at that time the great emporium for all European goods; 
And theſe regulations likewiſe affected moſt eſſentially 
their reſources, in ſupplying foreign nations with fiſh, as 
being at that time the only fiſhing ſtate in Europe, 


The Act of Navigation, however, a learned writer ob- 
ſerves , © is not favourable to foreign commerce, or to 
* the growth of that opulence which can ariſe from it. 
* The intereſt of a nation in its commercial relations to 
** foreign nations, is like that of a merchant with regard 
to the different people with whom he deals, to buy as 
cheap, and to ſell as dear as poſſible: but it will be moſt 
* likely to buy cheap, when by the moſt perfect free- 
* dom of trade, it encourages all nations to bring to it, 
* the goods which it has occaſion to purchaſe ; and for

4 the ſame reaſon, it will be moſt likely to ſell dear when 
its markets are thus filled with the greateſt numbers of 
* buyers. The Act of Navigation, it is true, lays no 
„burden upon foreign ſhips that come to export the pro- 
« duce of Britiſh induſtry. Even the ancient Aliens' Duty, 
* which uſed to be paid upon all goods exported, as well 
& as imported, has by ſeveral ſubſequent acts been taken 
* off from the greater part of the articles of exportation. 
“% But, if foreigners, either by prohibitions or high duties, 
are hindered from coming to ſell, they cannot always 
afford to come to buy; becauſe, coming without a 
cargo, they muſt loſe the freight from their own country 
* to Great Britain. By diminiſhing the number of ſellers, 
* therefore, we neceſſarily diminiſh that of buyers, and 
« arc thus likely, not only to buy foreign goods dearer, 
“ but to ſell our own cheaper, than if there was a more 
« perfect freedom of trade.” But as the defence and ſafety 
of Great Britain depends much upon the number of its 
ſailors and ſhipping, and which is an object of much greater 
importance than the opulence which might be naturally 
derived from an unlimited trade to the colonies ; the Ads 
of Navigation, in this view of them, upon a due conſidera- 
tion of their abſolute and relative advantages and diſadvan- 
tages, will be found, perhaps, to contain the viſeſt of all 
the commercial regulations of Great Britain,

With a view of augmenting the navy of England, then

FROM the preſent defective ſtate of the laws relative to 
the payment of prize money, it were much to be wiſhed 
that this ſubject, now of more importance from the greater 
pumber of captures than at any former period, might be 
rendered equally ſatisfactory to the navy as the laws rela- 
tive to the payment of ſeamen's wages. 


As the law now ſtands, agents are only bound to make 
one payment within ſix months, and they are allowed ive per 
cent. for agency: in the former caſe, although one payment 
muſt abſolutely be made within fix months after the capture, 
yet the quantum of that payment is left to the diſcretion of 
the agent; and in the latter inſtance, of the allowance of 
five per cent. when the various extra charges of broker- 
age, warehouſe room, &. &c. come to be enumerated, 
in addition to the legal allowance, it generally riſes to 
about ſeven, eight, nine, ten, eleven, or twelve per cent. 
upon the whole amount. 


When captures alſo are made in ſpecie*, the allowance of 
five per cent. ought to be confiderably reduced, as we have 
inſtances of agents abſolutely making their fortunes, as in 
the caſe of the late Spaniſh prizes, for the mere trouble of 


receiving with one hand, and after turning the money to all 


the account which is practicable in the preſent times, pay- 
ing the ſum to be diſtributed with the other. 


The delays alſo of the courts of admiralty reſpecting 
the adjudication of prizes, is an abuſe deſerving imme- 
diate remedy ; as by the preſent regulations any perſon 
may put in his claim, and prevent the diſtribution, or 
diminiſh the ſum to be diſtributed to thoſe brave men who 
have ſo hardly and nobly earned it ; for the advantage of

It does not become the writer of this to ſuggeſt to the 
wiſdom of the Legiſlature, by what mode theſe abuſes are 
to be remedied, whether by a regulation compelling the 
agent to pay the whole of the capture within a certain 
time, and making the firſt payment a proportionate per 
centage upon the whole of the capture, or by limiting the 
allowance for brokerage, warehouſe room, and other extra 
expences, to a certain ſum not exceeding ſix or ſeven 
per cent. upon the whole value, and reſerving a proportion 
to the amount of any claims, with the coſts of litigation, 
until the determination of ſuch claim, and thereby pre- 
venting any litigious claimant from locking up the prize 
money in the hands of the agent, to the great injury of the 
reſt of the ſharers *. Whether theſe, or any of theſe reme- 
dies would be prudent, or efficient, the author of this has

ſonable ; but if, within ſix weeks after ſuch 
reſpective tenders, in caſe ſuch ſhip or veſſel 
ſhall be brought into any port of this king- 
dom, and within a reaſonable time after ſuch 
reſpective tenders, if carried into any. other 
port of his Majeſty's dominions, the Commit- 
ſioners of the Navy and Maſter General of the 
Ordnance reſpeclively ſhall give a certificate

The nett produce of all prizes ſhall be given to the takers (ſave and 
except the produce of ſuch prizes as are or ſhall be taken by ſhips or 
ve ſſels belonging to the Commiſſioners of Cuſtoms or Exciſe), but ſubject 
to the payment of all ſuch or the like cuſtoms and duties as the ſame 
are now, or would have been liable to, if the ſame were or might have 
been imported as merchandize; and that the ſame may be ſo given in 
the proportion and manner hereinafter ſet forth ; that is to ſay, That 
all prizes taken by ſhips and veſſels having commiſſions of letters of 
marque and repriſals, (ſave and except ſuch prizes as are or ſhall be 
taken by the ſhips or veſſels belonging to the commiſſioners aforeſaid) 
may be ſold and diſpoſed of by the merchants, owners, fitters, and others, 
to whom ſuch letters of marque and repriſals are granted, for their own 
uſe and benefit, after final adjudication, and not before: And it is ſur- 
ther ordered and directed, that the nett produce of all prizes which are 
or ſhall be taken by any ſhips or veſſels of war, ſhall be for the entire 
benefit and encouragement of the flag officers, captains, commanders, 
and other commiſſioned office rs, and of the ſeamen, marines, and ſol- 
diers, on board the ſaid ſhips and veffels at the time of the capture 
and that ſuch prizes may be lawfully fold and diſpoſed of by them and 
their agents, after the ſame ſhall have been finally adjudged lawful prize, 
and not otherwiſe, The diſti ibution ſhall be made as follows; the 
whole of the nett produce being firſt divided into eight equal parts; the 
Captain or captains of any ſhips or veifels of war, who ſhall be actually 
on board at the taking of any prize, ſhall have three-eighth parts; but 
in caſe any ſuch prize ſhall be taken by any ſhips or veſſels of war, un- 
derthe command of a flag or flags, the flag officer or officers, being 
actually on board or directing and aſſiſting in the capture, ſhall have 
one of the ſaid three eighth parts; the ſaid one-eighth part to be paid 
to ſuch flag or flag officers in ſuch proportions, and ſubject to ſuch re- 
gulations, as are hereinafter mentioned : 

The captains of marines and land forces, ſea lieutenants, and maſter

long to his ſuperior commiſſion or office, All commanders of ſhips 
and ve ſſels of war tak ng any prize are ſtrictly enjoined, as ſoon as 
niay be, to tranſmit, or cauſe to be tranſmitted, to the Commiſſivners 


of the Navy, a true liſt of the names of all the officers, ſeamen, ma- 


nes, ſoldiers, and others, who were actually on board our ſhips and 
ve ſſels of war under their command at the time of the capture; which 
litt ſhall contain the quality of the ſervice of each perſon on board, and 
be ſubſcribed hy the captain or commanding officer, and thiee or more 
of the chief officers on board. And the Commiſſioners of the Nav', 
or any three or more of them, are to examine, or cauſe to be ex- 
amined, ſuch liſts by the mutter books of ſuch ſhips and veſſels of 
wary and lifts annexed thereto, to fee that ſuch liſts do agree with 
the ſaid muſter books and annexed liſts, as to the names, qualities, or 
ratings, of the cfficers, ſeamen, marines, ſoldiers, and others belong - 
ing to ſuch ſhips and veſſels of war, and upon requeſt forthwith to 
grant a Certificate of the truth of any liſt tranſmiticd io them, io the 
agents nominated and appointed by the captors to take care and diſpoſe 
ol ſuch prize; ard alſo upon application to them (the ſaid commiſ- 
fioners) they ſhall give, or cauſe ro be given, to the ſaid agents, all 
iuch liſts from the n. uſter hooks of any ſuch ſhips of war, and anuexcd 
liſts, as the ſaid agents ſhall find requiſite tor their direction in paying 
the produce of ſuch prizes, and otherwiſe ſhall be aiding and aſũiſting 
te the ſaid agents in all ſuch matters as ſhall be nece ſſary.

Additional Iuſtructious to the Commanders of His 

Majeſty's Ships of War, and Privateers that 
may have Letters of Marque againſt Franc, 
- 8th June, 1793. | | 


I. It ſhall be lawful to ſtop and detain all 


ſhips-loaden wholly or in part with corn, flour, 


r r 
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vr meal, bound to any port in France, or any 

rt occupied by the armies of France, and to 
ſend them to ſuch ports as ſnall be moſt con- 
venient, in order that ſuch corn, meal, or flour, 
may be purchaſed on behalf of his Majeſty's 
government, and the ſhips be releaſed after 
ſuch purchaſe, and after a due allowance for 
freight ; or that the maſters of ſuch ſhips, on 
giving ſecurity, to be approved of by the 
court of admiralty, be permitted to proceed to 
diſpoſe of their cargoes of corn, meal, or flour, 
in the ports of any country at amity with his 
Majeſty. | 

II. It ſhall be lawful for the commanders of 
his Majeſty's ſhips of war, and privateers that 
have or may have letters of marque againſt 
France, to ſeize all ſhips, whatever be their 
cargoes, that ſhall be found attempting to 
enter any blockaded port, and ſend the ſame 
for condemnation, together with their cargoes, 
except the ſhips of Denmark and Sweden, 
which ſhall not be prevented from entering on 


the firſt attempt, but on the ſecond ſhall be 
ſent in for condemnation, t 


In caſe his Majeſty ſhall declare any port to 
be blockaded, the commanders of his Ma- 
jeſty's ſhips: of war, or privateers that have or 
may have letters of marque againſt France, 
are hereby enjoined, if they meet with ſhips 
at ſea which appear from their papers to 
be bound to ſuch blockaded ports, but to have 
ſailed from the ports of their reſpective coun- 
tries before the declarations of the blockade 
{hall have arrived there, to advertiſe them 
thereof, and to admoniſh them to go to other 
ports ; but they are not to moleſt them after- 
wards, unleſs it ſhall appear that they have 
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continued their courſe with intent to enter the 
blockaded port, in which caſe they ſhall be 
ſubject to capture and condemnation ; as ſhall 
likewiſe all ſhips, whereſoever found, that ſhall 


appear to have ſailed from their ports, bound to

Majeſty's Ships of War and Privateers, 24th 

Tune, 1797. - 

Whereas we have thought it expedient that 
the ſubjects of the king of Spain ſhould be per- 
mitted, notwithſtanding the preſent hoſtilitics, 
to import, in veſſels not having more than one 
deck, mio the port of St. Joſef, in the iſland 
of Trinidada, any wool, cotton wool, indigo, 
cochineal, drugs of all ſorts, cocoa, tobacco, 
logwood, fuſtick, and all forts of wood for 
dyers' uſe, hides, ſkins and tallow, beaver and 
all ſorts of furs, tortoiſe ſhells, hardwood or 
mill-timber, mahogany and all other goods 

- for cabinet ware, horſes, aſſes, mules, and 
cattle, being the growth and production of any 
of the colonies or plantations in America be- 
longing to the crown of Spain, and all coin or 
bullion, diamonds, or precious ſtones, coming 
from thence ; and likewiſe that they ſhould be 
permitted to export from the ſaid port of St. 
Joſef the ſaid goods and commodities, and alfo 
rum, the produce of any Britiſh iſland, and 
negroes which ſhall have been legally import- 
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ed, and alſo all 
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us, wares, and merchan- 
dizes, which ſhall have been legally imported, 
except maſts, * or bowſprits, pitch, tar, 
turpentine, and tobacco, and alſo ſuch iron 
which ſhall have been brought from the Bri- 
tiſh colonies in America: provided that ſuch 
veſſels ſhall conform, as well as in importing 
goods into the ſaid port of St. Joſef as in ex- 
porting them from 'thence, to the ſeveral re- 
gulations contained in the acts which permit 
foreign veſſels to import the ſaid goods into 
the free ports of Kingſton, Savannah-la-Mar, 
Montego Bay, St. Lucia and Antonio in the 
Iſland of Jamaica, the port of St. George in 
the Iſland of Grenada, the port of Roſeau in 
the Iſland of Dominica, the port of Naſſau in 


the Ifland of New Providence, and the port 


of St. John's in the Ifland of Antigua, and 
likewiſe to export the ſame reſpectively. The 
commanders of our ſhips of war, and ſhips 
commiſſioned with letters of marque, are here- 
by required and enjoined not to detain or mo- 
leſt any ſhips or veſſels belonging to the ſub- 
jects of the crown of Spain, and coming from 
= port ſituated in the territories thereunto 
belonging in America, and bound to the faid 
port of St. Joſef, or returning from thence ; 


and that they treat all ſuch ſhips as neutral 


ſhips engaged in a lawful neutral commerce, 
provided they have not more than one deck, 
and are bona fide employed in carrying on their 
trade conformably to the regulations of the ſaid 
acts, and have a licenſe for that purpoſe from 
the governor or commander in chief for the 
time being of the ſaid iſland: and, in caſe 
ſuch ſhips ſo licenſed ſhould be captured and

Whereas we have thought it expedient that

Britiſh veſſels, navigated accord- 
ing to the laws now in force, to trade between 
the ſaid free ports in the iſland of Jamaica, and 
in the ſaid Bahama Iflands, and the Spaniſh 
colonies in America; provided ſuch Britiſh and 
Spaniſh veſſels that ſhall ſo trade between Ja- 
maica aud the Spaniſh colonies ſhall have a 


licenſe from the ,goyernor or commander in 


chief of the Bahama Iſlands ; and provided 
ſuch Britiſh and Spaniſh -veſlels ſhall import 
into the ſree ports of Jamaica, and the ha- 
hama Iſlands, ſuch goods only as are here- 
after enumerated, viz. wool, cotton wool, 
indigo, cochincal, drugs of all forts, cocoa, 
tobacco, logwood, fuſtick, and all ſorts of 
dyers wood for dyers' uſe,. hides, ſkins, and 
tallow, beaver, and all forts of furs, tortoiſe 
ſhells, hardwood or mill-timber, mabogany, 
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and all other woods for cabinet ware, horſes, 
aſſes, mules, and cattle, being the growth and 


production of any of the colonies or planta- 


tions in America, belonging to the crown of 
Spain, and all coin or bullion, diamonds, or 
precious ſtones, coming from thence ; and 
provided ſuch Britiſh and Spaniſh veſſels ſhall 
export from ſuch free ports only the ſaid goods 
and commodities; and alſo rum, the produce 
of any Britiſh ifland, and negroes which ſhall 
have been legally imported; and alſo all goods, 
wares, merchandizes, and manufactures, which 
{hall have been legally imported, except maſis, 
yards, or bowſprits, pitch, tar, turpentine, and 
all other naval and military ſtores, and tobacco. 
The commanders of ſhips of war, and of ſhips 
commiſſioned with letters of marque, are 
hereby required and enjoined not to detain or 
moleſt any ſuch Spaniſh veſſels, or any Britiſh 
veſſels trading between the free ports in the 
ſaid iſlands and the Spaniſh colonies in Ame- 
rica, provided- they are bona fide employed in 


carrying on their trade conformably to the re- 


ſpective regulations herein above deſcribed, 
and have a licenſe for that purpoſe from the 
governor or commander in chief of the ſaid 
iſlands reſpectively; and in caſe ſuch ſhips ſo 


licenſed ſhould be captured and brought into 


port, through miſapprehenſion, or breach of 
our order, our courts of admiralty and vice 
admiralty are hereby required to liberate the

Theſe acts indeed ſtill remain upon the ſtatute 
books, and ſhew the early attention of the Legiſlature to 
theſe meritorious claſſes of men; but ſince the magnifi- 
cent and commodious eſtabliſnments of the two royal 
hoſpitals of Greenwich and Chelſea, to ſay nothing of the 
Cheſt at Chatham, theſe acts are now rendered little more 
than a dead letter.

Tn ſeveral acts of parliament paſſed on different occa- 
ſions for the increaſe and encouragement of ſeamen in his 
Majeſty's Navy, have greatly tended to augment the ma- 
rine force of this realm: upon which the ſecurity of theſe 
kingdoms, and the ſupport and preſervation of their trade 
and commerce. do immediately depend. The increaſing 
{ſtrength of our Navy having at different times made many 
additional alterations neceſſary, to the ſimple ſyſtem origi- 
nally eſtabliſhed in its infancy for the payment of ſeamen's 
wages ; and the ſeveral acts paſſed in the reigns of King 
William, Queen Anne, and George the Firſt, having 
been found by experience in a great meaſure ineffectual 
to anſwer the benevolent purpoſes of protection and en- 
couragement for which they were intended, it therefore, 
in the year 1758, excited the attention.of Mr. Grenville, 
then Treaſurer of the Navy, to prepare a bill for the con- 
ſideration of parliament, which had for its object the re- 
pealing of former acts reſpecting the payment of ſeamen's 
wages in the Navy“, and conſolidating more effica- 
ciouſly the benefit and protection for which they were in- 
tended: as well as eſtabliſhing ſome new regulations 
which time and circumſtances appeared neceſſary to ſug- 

geſt, This bill accordingly paſſed into a law *, and is en- 
titled, An Act for the Encouragement of Scamen em- 
ployed in the Royal Navy, and for eſtabliſhing a regular 
Method, for the punctual, frequent, and certain Payment 
of their Wages, and for enabling them more eaſily and 
readily to remit the ſame for the Support of their Wives 
and Families, and for preventing Frauds and Abuſes at- 
tending ſuch Payments.” By this act ſeamen, either at 
home or on foreign ſervice, were provided with the means 


* 31 Geo, II c, 10, 
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of remitting by bill a part of their wages for the ſupport of 
their wives and families. Tickets were made out and 
tranſmitted to the Navy Office, which enabled their rela- 
tions to receive immediately the wages of ſuch as died 
abroad. Such modes were preſcribed for witneſſing the 
powers made by ſeamen, as were expected to put a ſtop 

to fraud and forgery ; and the great object of all the regu- 
| lations which it eſtabliſhed and embraced, appears to have 
been to remove the difficulties, delays, and diſappoint- 
ments, which ſeamen and their repreſentatives encounter- 
ed prior to that period in recovering the wages to which 
they were juſtly eutitled. This act accordingly became 
the foundation of the ſyſtem upon which ſeamen's wages 
have ſince been paid. But after the experience of many 
years, more eſpecially towards the concluſion of the late 
war, it was found, that the mode eſtabliſhed for making 
and witneſſing powers of attorney, and the want of proper 
regulations reſpecting ſeamen's wills, were inſufficient to 
guard againſt impoſition and forgery; which for ſome 
years after the concluſion of the war had become ſo much 
the practice among ſeamen, that ſums to a large amount 
were annually paid to fictitious authorities ; by which the 
public ſuffered in the firſt inſtance, and in the ſecond in- 
dividuals, who incurred heavy expences in proving the 
exiſtence of forgeries in order to ſubſiantiate their own 
claims, Seamen were oppreſſed and diſguſted by the diſ- 
appointments they experienced, on finding their wages paid 
to thoſe who had no authority from them ; and the facility 
with which impoſitions were practiſed, was the occaſion of 
many perſons ſuffering public puniſhments, by tempting 
them to commit frauds which appeared eaſy in the execu- 
tion. To remove theſe evils a bill was in the year 1786 
introduced into parliament by Mr. Dundas, eſtablithing 
ſpecific modes for executing wills and powers of attorney 
in every ſituation in which a ſeaman could be placed, and 
appointing an officer expreſsly for the purpoſe of examining 
and enquiring into the authenticity of theſe inſtruments : 
this was entitled *,—* An Act for the further preventing

Prize Money, and other Allowances due for the Service of 
Petty Officers and Seamen on board any of his Majeſty's 
Ships.” The regulations contained in this act relative to 
making wills and powers were eaſy in the execution, and 
by the experience of upwards of twelve years have been 


- found nearly complete in their effect, having effectually 


ſtopped that ſyſtem of fraud and impoſition which had waſt- 
ed the public money, diſtrefled individuals, and created 
much diſcontent and diſſatisfaction among the inferior 
clafles of the Navy. Mr. Dundas upon longer acquain- 
tance with the different modes of payment practiſed in his 
office, found that the manner of wifnefling ſeamen's wills 
and powers was /not the only point in which the act of 
31 Geo. II. o. 10. would admit of being amended ; but by 
the eftect of proper regulations a wide field was left for 
improvement, and much was ſtill poſhble to be added to 
the comfort and convenience of ſeamen and their tamihes, 


without increaſing the expences of the public. 


With theſe laudable impreflions Mr. Dundas, in the 
ſeſſion of 15 92 * broughtforward three ſeparate bills, which, 
from the liberal and benevolent objects of improvement 
they embraced, met with no difficulty in paſſing. The 
firſt was entitled 4, © An Act for explaining and amend- 
ing an Act paſled in the 26th Year of the Reign of bis 
preſent Majeſty, and for further extending the Benefits theres 
10 Petty Officers and Scamen, Non-cummiſhoned Officers of Ma- 
rines, and Marines ſerving, or who may have ſerved on 
board any of his Majeſty's Ships; the principal objects of 
which are, — 1ſt. Extending to marines terving in the Navy 
the liberty of remitting a part of their wages to their fami- 
lies; to allow them the privilege of being paid by tickets, 
and other advantages afforded by the act of 31 Geo. II. to 
Seamen only: 2d. Enabling ſeamen who may be removed 
abroad from one ſhip to another, and perhaps afterwards 
to a third or fourth, to receive upon their arrival at any 
port in England, where wages arc paid, all the pay 10

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which they are entitled for their paſt ſervices ; to empower 
ſuch as are diſabled in the ſervice to receive their pay from 
the revenue officer neareſt to the place where they arrive, 
or where they refide, without obliging them to travel, as 
has hitherto been the caſe, from a remote part of the king- 
dom to London, to Portſmonth, to Plymouth, or to Chat- 
ham ; and without making them wait till the arrival of the 
different ſhips in which they had ſucceſſively ſerved, which 
might be often kept on foreign ſervice for many years ; en- 
abling them likewiſe to receive their-pay, without waiting 
for the return of their ſhips, if left on Yhore at hoſpitals : 
3d. To ſtop the practice too common with officers of the 
navy, of anticipating their pay, by affigning to agents and 
others, not only ſuch part as was due at the time of the 
tranfaction, but alſo ſuch as they expected to receive for 
their future ſervices ; thereby extending to officers a prin- 
ciple which had been applied by the act 31 Geo. II. to ſea- 
men only : 4th. To ſtop the practice of taking ſeamen out 
of the ſervice by fraudulent arreſts, ſtill continued, notwith- 
ſtanding the regulations of former acts: by thoſe acts ſea- 
men were exempted from arreſts for any ſam under 20. ; 
they were truſted therefore till their debts exceeded that 
amount, and then impriſoned ; by purpoſely granting fic- 
titious notes alſo, and procuring themſelves to be arrefted 
thereon, ſeamen often avoided going on particular duties, 
to the detriment of the public ſervice. 

The ſecond, entitled“, „“An Act for explaining and 
amending an Act paſſed in the 26th Year of the Reign of 
his preſent Majeſty, and for further extending the Benefits 
thereof to Petty Officers and Seamen, Non-commiſſioned 
Officers of Marines, and Marines ſerving, or who ma 
have ſerved, on board any of his Majeſty's Ships.” The 
objects of this act relate principally to the wives, the fami- 
lies, and relations of ſeamen, enabling them in the mot 
remote ſituations to receive their allowances from the pub- 
ie, without the afliſtance or interference of agents or attor- 
oeys; and by making the money paſs immediately from the

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public purſe into the hands of the party entitled thereto, 
to put a ſtop to the heavy deductions and abatements which 
are almoſt always made when a third perſon is employed : 
this is done by means of remittances, and 1s alſo an exten- 
ſion of a principle introduced by former acts. Under the 
regulations of this act, the widow, the child, the father, 
. or other relation, the perſon entitled by will, or even the 


fair creditor of deceaſed ſeamen, who have ſerved in the 


navy, has only to make application by letter to the Trea- 
ſurer of the Navy, ſtating his conrex1on or relation to the 
deceaſed, and the nature of his expectations from his eſtate; 
and deſiring that all the wages and allowances due ma 
be remitted to him, at whatever place he finds moſt con- 
venient. No acquaintance with the proceedings or forms 
of office is neceſſary. In coniequence of the firſt applica- 
tion the neceſſary papers and vouchers are ſent to be exe- 
cuted ; and as ſoon after as the ſteps for examination can 
be taken, and the juſtneſs of the claim is admitted, a bill 
is ſent for the clear balance due, payable by the revenue 
officer moſt convenient to the party, without fee, deduc- 
tion, or abatement. This act eſtabliſhes ſeveral regula- 
tions long found neceſſary and ſecretly practiſed in the 
payment of the navy, in order to prevent deſertions ; but 
which, having no other authority than the practice of 
office, were incapable of being enforced ; and likewiſe 
ſome ſalutary regulations relative to the more certain and 
ſpeedy payment of prize money, and other regulations. 

The third act * extends the benefits of all the former 
acts to ſeamen and their families who reſide in Ireland, 
gives them the. ſame powers of remitting wages and pen- 
ſions to themſelves and families, and puts them in every 
reſpect upon the ſame footing with ſeamen and their fami- 
lies who reſide in Great Pritain. 

The laſt act paſſed on this occaſion, (which, while it is 
moſt beneficial to the intereſt of that invaluable claſs of 
men for whoſe benefit it was propoſed, combines the wiſeſt 
policy with that humanity, liberality, and gratitude, for

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which Great Britain has ever been diſtinguiſhed towards 
her brave defenders,) is entitled, © An Act for carryin 
into Execution his Majeſty's Order in Council of the 3d of 
May 1797, for an Increaſe of Pay and Proviſions to the 

-amen and Marines ſerving in his Majeſty's Navy; and 
to amend ſo much of an Act made in the 35th Year of the 
reign of his preſent Majeſty, as enables Petty Officers and 
Seamen, Non-commiſſioned Officers of Marines, and Ma- 
rines, to allot Part of their Pay for the Maintenance of their 
Wives, Children, or Mothers.” 

This act is formed upon bis Majeſty's order in council 
for an increaſe to the allowance of wages and proviſions for 
the petty officers, ſeamen, landſmen, and marines ; and 
for a continuation of the pay of all petty officers, ſeamen, 
landſmen, and marines, who may hercafter be wounded 
in action with the enemy, until their wounds ſhall be heal- 
ed, or ſome other proviſion ſhall be made for them. By 


the firſt clauſe of this act the following additions are made 


to the wages—viz, 5s. 6d. per month in addition to the 
wages of the petty ofticers and able ſeamen ; an addition of 
45. 6d. per month to the wages of landſmen; and to the 
marines when embarked and ſerving on board his Majeſ- 
ty's ſhips, the allowances uſually called conſolidated al- 
lowances, made to marines when ſerving on {hore—viz. 
to ſerjeants, corporals, and drummers, at the rate of two- 
pence, and to privates at the rate of two-pence farthin 
per day; and with reſpect to proviſions, he full al/owance 
is to be 1flued to the crews of his Majeſty's ſhips, with- 
out any deduction whatſoever on account of leakage or 
waſte. 

Thus has the wiſdom of the Britiſh Legiſlature increaſed 
the comforts of ſeamen as far as relates to wages and pro- 
viſions; but that wiſdom ſtopped not here, ſince by an hu- 
mane regulation we find it enacted in the 2d clauſe of this 
act, © That all petty officers, able ſeamen, landſmen, and 
marines, who may hereafter be wounded in action with 
the enemy, ſhall receive the full amount of their wages and 
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allowances until their wounds ſhall be healed ; or une, 

being declared incurable, they ſhall receive a penſion from 

the Cheſt at Chatham, or be admitted into the Royal Hoſ- 
ital at Greenwich.“ 


The zd ſection empowers the Commiſſioners of his Ma- 


jeſty's Navy to direct the "Treaſurer of the Navy, or any 


receiver general of land tax, collector of cuſtoms, or col- 
lector of exciſe, or clerk of the cheque, to whom an allot- 


ment ſhall have been made purſuant to the act of 35 Geo. III. 


c. 28. to inereaſe the allowance to the wives or mothers of 
petty officers or ſeamen, non-commiſſioned officers of 
marines, or marines, in a proportion equal to half the in- 
creaſed pay provided by this act; and which ſhall there- 
upon be paid in the ſame manner as if ſuch declaration and 
order of allotment had been originally, according to the 
rate of half the pay of ſuch petty officers, ſeamen, and ma- 
rines, as by this act is provided. This calculation is 
to be made as nearly equal as may be to half the pay, 
and to be calculated according to a ſchedule annexed to 
the ac. 


From the brief view we have given of this ſubject, taking 


alſo into conſideration the flouriſhing ſtate of the Navy, it 


may be juſtly inferred, that the many falutary laws and 
regulations which have from time to time been wiſely 
framed for the encouragement of ſeamen in the royal navy, 
for their government when on board, and for conferring 
privileges and rewards on them. during and after ſervice, 
have now been raiſed to an higher degree of excellence 
than is known to other ſtates: it is ever conſiſtent with the 
ſound policy of a free and maritime nation, moſt affidu- 
ouſly to continue to cultivate every meaſure, which at the 
ſame time that it adds to the comfort of our brave mariners, 


reminds them that their ſervices are ga appretiated by 
their country. 


SEAMEN'S WAGES. 


REGULATIONS RELATIVE TO THE WAGES 
or OrFICERS, SEAMEN, &c. IN THE ROYAL 
Navy. 


Abſtraft of the ſeveral Acts of Parliament now in 
force relating to the Payment of the Mages of 
Petty Officers and Seamen, Non-commiſſioned 
Officers of Marines, and Marines, ſerving on 
heard the Royal Navy of Great Britain.

Fyery volunteer who ſhall enter his name 
with any officer appointed for entering volun- 
teers, ſhall be entitled to wages from the date 
of his entry, provided he ſhall appear on board 
his (hip within fourteen days thereafter ; if his 
ſhip be diſtant more than 100 miles, he ſhall be 
allowed twenty days to join it, and thirty days,

as ſuch ſhip ſhall be or arrive at any port of 
Great Britain where there is a Commiſſioner of 
the Navy, ſhall immediately ſolicit the necef- 
fary ſums of money, and cauſe payment to he 
made of the wages due, deducting the advance 
money and all defalcations, and leaving always 
the wages due for the laſt fix months, and for 

the time employed in preparing the books, un- 
paid, and no more; and all the wages due 
upon any ſhip ſhall be paid as ſoon as may be, 
or within two months at fartheſt, after the arri- 
val of ſuch ſhip in port, to be laid up. 


If any inferior officer, ſeaman, or marine, 
who ſhall have been abſent at the payment of 
the ſhip upon leave, upon any detached ſer- 
vice, from having been taken by the enemy, 
or caſt away, ſhall make application for pay- 
ment of his wages in perſon, or through his 
commander, to the Commiſffioners of the Navy 
at their board, or to any Commiſſioner of the 
Navy at any port of Great Britain, where any 
book, or extracts or liſts made from the ſame, 
to be ſcnt to whichever of the above places 
the party may be, and the wages forthwith 
.to be paid ; but if his ſhip ſhall not be paid, 
and he ſhall be leit behind upon any de- 
tached ſervice, when it proceeds on foreign 
ſervice. Tickets, upon application from the 
captain of the ſhip on board of which he ſhall 
be ordered to ſerve, ſhall be made out fromethe 
muſter book, but which ſhall not be payable 
until ſuch ſhip ſhall come in courſe of payment, 
or until he ſhall be regularly diſcharged there- 
from. When the pay books are cloſed, tickets 
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ſhall, upon application be made out at the 31 Geo. 2. c. 10. 
Navy Office, to the inferior officers, ſeamen, 3* Ce. 3. c. 33. 
and marines, who ſhall not have received their 

wages, and ſuch tickets ſhall be paid in courſe

fied by a commiſſioned or warrant officer, who 
belonged to the ſhip at ſome part of his time 
in ſervice ; and if he ſhall have been taken by 
the enemy, or caſt away, he ſhall not be paid 
his wages, unleſs he ſhall have appeared on 
board of a king's ſhip at a reaſonable time there- 
after, or unleſs in any of theſe caſes he ſhall 
ſhew a reaſonable cauſe for not complying with 
theſe directions, that ſhall be admitted as ſuch 
by the commiſſioners comptrolling, and the 
clerk of the treaſurer then paying: and wages 
duc to any perſon who ſhall be marked upon 
the ſhip's books, and to have run from the 
ſervice, ſhall not be payable unleſs ſuch mark 
thall be taken off by order of the. Commiſ- 
ſioners of the Navy.

charge, and upon preſenting ſuch ticket and diſ- 
charge from ſuch hoſpital, atany of the pay offices 
above-mentioned, together with a certificate of 
his having received no wages for his ſcrvices on 
his paſſage home; if he ſhall have come home 
in a packet or merchantman, he ſhall receive

When any inferior officer, or ſeaman, or 
marine ſhall die on board, a dead ticket ſhall be 
tranſmitted by the firſt opportunity to the Com- 
miſſioners of the Navy, for the wages due to 
him, as alſo annexed thereto a liſt or bill for 


the value of the clothes and effects (if any) 


which he may have left, and the ſaid commiſ- 
fioners ſhall aſſign the ſame for payment with- 
in one month from the time from which they 
{hall receive it, and, upon application, cauſe 
it to be delivercd for the benefit of the heirs or 
executors of the party. | 


As often as any ſhip, not being in a port of 
Great Britain, or on the coaſt thereof, ſhall 
have twelve calendar months wages due, the 
captain or commander ſhall cauſe the names of 
all the inferior officers, ſeamen, or marines, to 
be called over, and each to anſwer his name, and 
ſhall do the ſame at. the end of every fix months, 
when twelve calendar months wages, or more 
ſhall be due; and if any ſuch officer, ſeaman, or 
marine ſhall then declare or deliver in writing 
the name and place of abode of his wite, father, 
mother, grandfather, grandmother, brother, or 
ſiſter, and deſire that the whole, or any part of 
his wages then due, (except the wages due for 
laſt fix months, ) ſhould be paid to any ſuch rela- 
tions by any receiver general of the land tax, col- 
lector of the cuſtoms, collector of the excile, or 
clerk of the check, in Great Britain, or by any 
revenue officer, in Ireland, the captain or com- 
mander is ſtrictly required to cauſe four lifts to 
be made out, of the perſons ſo deſiring to make 
ſuch remittances, and ſhall tranſmit liſts by the 
firſt ſafe opportunity to the Commiſſioners of 
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the Navy at their board, who, on receipt there: 
of, ſhall immediately make out two bills, if 
paymentis required to be made in Great Britain, 
or two certificates if to be made in Ireland, for 
the payment of the wages allotted by each 
'erſon, one of which bills or certificates ſhall 
be ſent to the perſons reſpectively ſpecified in 
ſuch liſts, and the other to ſuch receiver, col- 
lector, or clerk of the check, or commiſſioners 
of the revenue in Ireland. 


And if the perſon to whom any ſuch bills 


are ſent, ſhall within fix months from the date 
thereof deliver the ſame to ſuch receiver, col- 
lector, or clerk of the check, together with a 
certificate that ſuch perſon is the wife, father, 
mother, grandfather, grandmother, brother, 
or ſiſter, (as the caſe may be), of ſuch officer,

of the miniſter and churchwardens, or in Scot- 


land of the miniſter and two elders of the pariſh 
where ſuch perſon was married or reſides, ſuch 
receiver, collector, or clerk of the check, upon 


being ſatisfied of the truth of ſuch certificate 


by examining the party upon oath, or other- 
wiſe, is immediately, without fee or reward, 
to pay the ſum mentioned in ſuch bill, takin 
a receipt; ſuch bill or certificate, together wit 
the duplicate thereof, being produced at the 
Navy Office, ſhall be immediately aſſigned 
payment by the Commiſſioners of the Navy, 
and repaid by the Treaſurer of the Navy to ſuch 
receiver, collector, or clerk of the check, or 
to the commiſſioners of the revenue in Ireland 
or their order reſpectively: but if payment of

THE various obſtructions to navigation, commerce, and 
trade, for the want of regulations relative to ſeamen in the 
merchant ſervice, and the numerous abuſes committed by 
ſeamen who had engaged to perform certain voyages, and 
after being ſo engaged frequently deſerted, and brought 
actions to recover their wages, although they had never 
performed thoſe voyages for which ſuch wages were to be 
paid ; and the great difficulties and expences ſuſtained by 
merchants from the practice, then too prevalent, of ſea- 
men, after having in part performed the voyage, and after- 
wards quitting their ſhips in foreign parts, in conſequence 
of which ſuch ſhips were detained for want of hands; all 
theſe evils, ſo detrimental to trade and navigation, and 
conſequently eflentially deſtructive to the welfare of the 
ſtate, induced the Legiſlature to paſs an act, entitled, 
An Act for the better Regulation and Government of 
Seamen in-the Merchant Service.” By this act every ſea- 
man is bound to enter into an agreement in writing, for 
the due performance of his contract ; and various other 
regulations were alſo made by this and ſubſequent acts, re- 
ciprocally for the benefit of the ſeaman and his employers— 
a fund is alſo provided for the ſupport of decayed ſeamen 
in the merchant ſervice, and every merchant feaman, who 
ſhall be wounded in defending his ſhip againſt the enemy, 
is equally entitled with ſeamen of the Royal Navy, to the 
benefit of Greenwich Hoſpital.

Fuego, and on the weſt fide from Terra del ? Ps 8888 
Fuego, through the South Sens, to the northern- 
moſt part of America, and to all countries, iſlands, 
and places within the ſaid limits which are re- 
puted to belong to Spain, or which ſhall here- 
after be diſcovered within the ſaid limits, not 
excceding three hundred leagues from the conti- 
nent of America, between the ſouthernmoſt part of 
Terra del Fuego and the northernmoſt part of 
America, on the weſt fide thereof, except the 
kingdom of Brazil, and ſuch other places as are 
in poſſeſſion of the Portugueze, and of Surinam 
in poſſeſſion of the States-General.

wealth more valuable than the mines of Peru or Potoſi.—

Tranſport Service. 


THE immenſe military operations which the preſent war 
has rendered neceſſary, being upon a larger ſcale than 
ever before known in this country, have originated the 
eſtabliſhment of a tranſport board, for the purpoſe of tranſ- 
porting troops and ſtores for the ſervice of Government ; 
and by this, all that buſineſs formerly tranſacted by the 
commiſſioners is ſuperintended and conducted. 


The province of this board is to negotiate all contracts 
with the ſhip owners to cauſe ſurveys to be made of 


the veſlels—tinally to adjuſt the accounts and pay the 
balance. | | | | 


With reſpect to the terms of this contract—theſe muſt 


vary according to the particular ſervice for which the mer- 
chant veſſels may be deſtined, | 


The maſters of the veſſels: thus hired, are furniſhed by 
the board with the neceſſary directions for their guidance, 
together with blank forms for keeping their accounts of 
hammocks and proviſtons, &c. &c. ſupplied for the troops ; 
and where the ſervice is of a particular nature, the maſters 
of the veſſels, upon reſorting to the agent for the Tranſport 


Board, are furnithed with ample and preciſe inſtructions for 
their government. 


The general form of a charter-party of affreightment 
for ſtores and troops for the ſervice of government, 


varies but little from charter-parties entered into by ſhip 
owners.

Ifle of Dogs, as the limits preſcribed in this work will per- 


mit to be given. 


The preamble ſtates that conſiderable diſad- 
vantages to the trade and port of London ariſe 
from the circuitous courſe of the river Thames 
round the Ifle of Dogs; and the firſt enactment 
empowers the mayor, aldermen, and - com- 
mons of the city of London to make a navi- 
gable canal acroſs the /e of Dogs, with proper 
cuts, flood-gates, and other works adjoining 
thereto, to communicate with the river Thames 
at Blackwall. and alſo at Limehouſe-hole, fo as to 
open a navigable courſe, for ſhips and other 
veſſels acroſs the Iſle of Dogs: 

And to build two or more piers within the 
tide-way of the river Thames at Blackwa!!, and 
two or more piers at Limehouje-hole, to facilitate 
the entrances into the canal: | 

And to ſupply the canal with water from the 
Thames, and, for that purpoſe, to make loughs, 
aqueducts, &c. and to cleanſe water-courſes, 
and raiſe the banks thereof, and to build 
bridges, flood-gates, toll-houſes, &c. &c. 

The canal to be under the protection of the 
Lord Mayor, as conſervator of the river 
Thames, as if actually part of the river. 

For twenty-one years from the time when 
the docks {hall be ready, all Weſt-India pro- 
duce is to be landed within the docks and the 
king's duties there aſcertained ; otherwiſe ſuch 
produce to be ſcized and forfeited.
